Greenwich Hofpital on the 4th inft. A fum of 20 
guineas has long been paid out of the Treafury of 
the faid Hofpital, five times a-year to defray the 
expences of dimmers, &c. for the officers, on the five 
following feftivals, viz. on the acceflion, coronation, 
the birth day of their Majefties, and the’ day of the 
coronation of King William and Queea’ Mary, the 
Royal Founders of this’ Hofpital.~ This fam was 
formerly found to be more than the coimmilfioned 
officers could conveniently {pend upon fuch occafions. 
A part therefore had from time immemorial been 
difpofed of among the non-commiffioned officers, by 
prefenting ‘each with a bottle of wine on thofe days 
of feitivity. But the commiffioned officers having 
lately invited fo many of their friends to partake of 
this good cheer, that the above fum was found to be 
too {mall to defray the expence of their own table; 
they therefore” gave an order on the late .birth-day, 
to difcontinue the cuftom of bottling. the. noncom- 
miffioned officers, or, as they were pleafed to phrafe 
it, Gentry. This caufed a general confufion, the 
cook, barber, and’ meffenger particularly refented 
this treatment, and cach refufed to aét in his de- 
partment, until the afual terms were complied with;
